Motor Engines 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


There has been an extraordinary increase in the demand for green 
tea, nearly twenty times as much now being im- 

Green Tea. ported into Russia as in 1904, It enters principally 
through Batoum, and is almost entirely consumed 

in Turkestan and the Russian provinces of Central Asia. It appears 
that the Mahommedans of Central Asia, whose religion forbids the 
use of intoxicants, have taken to tea-drinking. ‘Their demand is for 
green tea, and has created an entirely new market which does 
not in any way affect the sales of black tea. It may be possible to

find similar converts to tea drinking in other parts of the world, thus 
creating a fresh impulse to the production ef green tea, which had 
been somewhat discouraged by American legislation prohibiting the 
importation of tea of the ‘‘ faced” description. 


The wonderful fertility of the black earth soil has begun to show signs 

of deterioration and it is clearthat if the Russian 

Fertilisers. crop yield is to be brought up to Western European 

standards, or indeed kept from shrinkmg away, 

greater use must be made of phosphorites, phosphates, potash salts, 
Thomas slag, saltpetre and sulphate of ammonia. 

Phosphates, &c.—Superphosphates, and the material for their 
production, come mostly from abroad. Iron pyrites are scarcely 
found in Russia; phosphorites are found in many places in Podolia 
and in Central Russia, but are often of poor quality. Pulverised 
phosphorites are useful only in special soil or under special conditions. 

Slag.—Thomas slag is produced by only one factory, which makes 
about 16,000 tons a year. The import into Russia was 88,000 tons 
in 1908, and 141,000 tons in 1911. 

Saltpetre—In Russia no deposits are known where saltpetre can 
be mined profitably ; the whole supply is imported, mostly by way of 
Hamburg. 

Sulphate of ammonia.—A certain quantity of se]phate of ammonia 
is produced as a by-product at gasworks, &c., but it is, so far, seldom 
used as a fertiliser. With a reduced price its use would increase. 
The coke ovens in the Donetz basin are shortly expected to turn out 
much larger quantities. 

Potash salts— Potash salts are imported, as in Russia they are not 
found in paying quantities. Artificial fertilisers, brought from long 
distances, and passing through many hands, cannot be cheap in Russia. 
There is much to be done, especially in the way of cheapening the 
transport, before they can come into general use. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Mariupol (Mr. W. 8S. Walton) on the trade of that district 
in 1911, which will shortly be issued :-— 


The municipality of Mariupol have finally decided upon a drainage 
system and have asked for detailed tenders. This 
Public Works. undertaking, as also the proposed tramway, theatre, 
&c., will entail a considerable loan, the issue of 

which has not yet been sanctioned by the Government. 


The fitting of the harbour at Mariupol with appliances for the rapid 
handling of coal has ‘been definitely decided upon 

Harbour Works. and the necessary funds, about £170,000, have 
already been voted by the Duma. 

It is proposed to erect 16 crane conveyers, which will carry the 
coal direet from the coal yards on the quay into the steamer’s holds, 
and, allowing four cranes to each steamer, four boats will load simul- 
taneously at the rate of 70 tons per hour for each crane. It is also 
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RUSSIA—continued. 


proposed to place two travelling cranes on the quay wall separating 
the old basin from the new one and also to transfer te the sauve wall 
one of the hydraulic coal shoots from the old basin. , 

The exact type of the cranes has not yet been decided, nor is it 
known if foreign firms will be allowed to compete. 

It is estimated that these cranes, together with the two existin 
hydraulic coal shoots, will be able to handle at least [,500,000 tons 
of coal during the shipping season and will at the same time reduce 
the shipping charges by about 30 per cent. 

A further enlargement of the Mariupol harbour, entailing an 
outlay of about £1,500,000 is also under consideration, and will shortly 
be placed before the Duma. 


The following information is. from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at. Rostov-on-Don (Mr. E. B. St. Clair) on the trade of that 
district in 1911, whieh will shortly be issued. :— 

The anticipations of the dealers in agricultural maehinery were 

Aoricultaral hardly realised in bO11; large stecks had been 

Sthehinety. laid in, but owing to the bad harvest a large 
quantity remained unsold. 

The number of steam threshing sets sold in 1911 was less by about 
100 than the number sold in the previous vear. 

The following approximate quantities of American and Canadian 
thachinery were sold :— 

3,500 binders, including about 1,000 Canadian, 5,500 reapers, in- 
cluding about 250 Canadian, 2,000 mowers, and 5, 000 horse rakes. 


Manila binder twine-—Of this about £300,000 worth is sold 
annually. It is mainly shipped from Ameriea and sold at a price of 
6 roubles per poud (£1 19s. 5d. per cwt.), with am import duty* of 
1 rouble 5 copecks per poud (6s. 10gd. per cwt.), except that 30 pouds 
(about 4 ton) are admitted duty free with every binder.

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NEW INSURANCE COMPANIES ACT IN ONTARIO. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of ‘‘ The Ontario Insurance 
Act, 1912,” (Cap. 33), which came into general operation on 16th April 
last, though certain clauses relating to fire and personal insurance 
will not have effect until Ist August next. 

Amongst other things, this law enacts that— 

(1) A Department of Insurance is established. 

(2) All insurance companies (with certain exceptions) must hold 
an annual license from the Department. 

(3) An annual contribution, not to exceed 5,000 dols. (about 
£1,027), must be paid towards the expenses of the Insur- 
ance Department, calculated pro rata on the basis of the 
gross amount of the habilities of the several companies on 
the 31st December next preceding. 

(4) A deposit must be lodged with the Department, the amount 
varying with the total liabilities of the company. Foreign 
companies must, in general, lodge double the usual deposit. 

(5) A license will not be granted to a company for the transaction 
of both fire and life insurance. 

(6) A company incorporated outside Canada will not be licensed, 
unless it can show, to the satisfaction of the Minister, that 
it has carried on successfully for at least five years the 
business for which a license is applied for.

LIMITED PARTNERSHIPS ORDINANCE IN HONG KONG. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Hong Kong Ordinance 
(No. 18 of 1912) entitled ‘‘ An Ordinance to establish Limited Part- 
nerships.” This Ordinance, which came into force on Ist June, 1912, 
relates only to such partnerships carrying on business in Hong Kong 
which, in the optnion of the Registrar of Companies, can properly be 
described as non-Chinese partnerships. The Ordinance follows 
closely the wording of the Imperial Limited Partnerships Act of 
1907. Partners are divided into two classes, viz. : “‘ general” partners 
who are liable for all debts and obligations of the firm, and “ limited ” 
partners who are only lable to the extent of the capital they have 
individually contributed to the firm. A stamp duty of 2°50 dols. is 
payable for every 1,000 dols., or part thereof, of the contribution of a 
limited partner.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Russia—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) on the trade of that district 
in 1911, which will shortly be issued :-— 

In the course of the year a large number of applications are made 
by British firms anxious to begin trade in Odessa. They have no idea 
of the local requirements, conditions, or terms upon which people in 
that market are in the habit of buying; a long correspondence 
follows and in the end nothing comes of it. Business houses in the 
United Kingdom should notice that, though for raw materials 
unobtainable in Russia the terms are cash in exchange for docu- 
ments at Odessa, or London banker’s acceptance in London against 
documents, all manufactured goods are usually sold in Odessa on 
credit ranging from four to six months or longer, against customer’s 
bills. Firms desirous of opening trade should be very careful in the 
selection of their agents, who should be able to supply satisfactory 
British references, 

The four weeks’ coal strike in the United Kingdom brought much 
profit to German competitors. On account of the strike, importers of 
British tools have had to refuse orders; German travellers have been 
prompt to seize the chance, and in many cases trade has gone from the 


British maker, 

The British Vice-Consul at Kertch (Mr. H. E. Dickie) reports as 
follows :— 

Foreign goods for the most part arrive at Kertch through one 
or other of the commercial centres of Southern Russia, and for this 
reason it is impossible to estimate the quantity required locally, but 
it must be considerable. German and Austro-Hungarian manufactures 
are everywhere noticeable, native wares are seldom seen; motor 
cars, which are every day becoming more numerous and luxurious, 
bicycles, agricultural implements and miscellaneous hardware are 
the most noteworthy articles of import. One naturally wonders why 
they could not have been equally well supplied by British makers and 
is forced to the unwelcome conclusion that the reason is simply that 
the foreign goods were offered to the purchasers and the British were 
not. The relatively high quality of British manufactures is undis- 
puted, and the local feeling would seem to be that, given equal 
facilities of payment and delivery, the British article would be pre- 
ferred on account of its unique reputation for quality and durability, 
One well-arranged catalogue in the Russian language has been 
received at this office; this is an important step in the right direction, 
but when the foreign competitor's goods are offered personally by a 
competent commercial traveller, mere catalogues are apt to be laid 
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aside. The question of allowing long credit to certain classes of 
otherwise desirable customers should be carefully studied ; the practice 
is now generally accepted in the Kertch district, and seems fraught 
with no special danger, always provided the necessary discrimination 
is exercised. 

The most urgent problem for the British manufacturers is how to 
overcome the difficulties of the Russian language and reach the 
prospective customer; this obstacle is by no means so formidable 
as it looks, for in all large commercial centres and seaport towns 
there are British residents or English-speaking Russians, who would 
often be glad to act as agents, or in any case would be available 
as interpreters. First, however, it is necessary to find the ex- 
perienced commercial traveller who thoroughly knows his business 
and is capable of explaining its intricacies, especially where machinery 
is concerned, a fact which does not seem to have been fully realised 
as yet. Specimens of manufactured goods and working models of 
machinery should be exhibited whenever possible, as a catalogue 
illustration rarely gives a clear idea of the article offered except to 
experts, and for purposes of practical comparison is frequently 
useless. 


The British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) reports as 
follows :— 

Parcel post imports are on the increase. Besides having to face 
the higher cost of postage from the United Kingdom, as compared 
with that from Germany and Austria-Hungary, British trade suffers 
the additional disadvantage that the parcels from the United Kingdom 
are limited to 11 lbs. weight. Parcels above this weight are generally 
sent express to Germany and there re-booked for Russia, which nearly 
doubles the cost of postage. It is quite possible, however, to arrange 
for parcels to be taken direct by steamer to a Russian port to be 
posted thence to an inland address. This should cost very much 
less and take no more time than vid Germany. By arrangement 
with the shippers, the cost of freight, invoice and duty could be 
charged forward. ‘The duty would, of course, have to be paid at the 
port and address written on the parcel in Russian. 


The British Vice-Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr. E. B. St. Clair) 
reports as follows :— 

Within the last three years British trade has hardly shown any 
development in Rostov, which is the centre of a large distributing 
area, particularly the Don territory and the Northern Caucasus. Asa 
local merchant recently explained : “ The Russian merchant likes to 
have his business made easy for him. He is spoilt by the German 
traveller, who calls on him at his house, supplying him with samples 
gratis and catalogues containing all necessary calculations printed in 
Russian. All quotations include freight and duty. They offer their 
goods on long credit, occasionally even making shipments on con- 
signment.” 

If British firms desire to introduce their goods into the Rostov 
district they must adopt their competitors’ methods. 
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A mistake frequently made by foreign firms is to appoint agents 
who reside outside the district they are intended to serve. 

It is noteworthy that not only is the district flooded with German 
travellers but also that a Jarge number of young Germans are to be 
found in local banks and offices, learning Russian and obtaining a 
valuable knowledge of trade conditions. German firms have a con- 
trolling influence or even a monopoly of several branches of trade, 
and so can easily obtain such positions for their young men, thus 
ensuring a satisfactory reserve of business men who are then either’ 
employed as travellers or start independently in —T

Turkey.—The June number of the Journal of the British Chamber 
of Commerce of Turkey notifies that there is an evident desire to 
undertake works of public utility in Turkey, particularly in the con- 
struction of roads, railways, harbours, irrigation works, and electric 
lighting and traction, and it is expected that there will be increased 
activity in this direction. Certain important British firms have 
established offices in Turkey with the view of taking a share in the 
undertakings which are to regenerate the Empire, and it is hoped that 
other British firms will follow their example. While it may be said 
that the moment is hardly propitious for the outlay of capital in a 
country which is in the throes of war, there is no doubt that there 
will be a boom in trade on the cessation of hostilities, and those who 
are already on the spot and have completed their organisation will 
reap the benefit. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JUNE, 1912.* 


I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for June, 1912, when compared with those 
for June, 1911, show decreases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports both of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in June was £50,668,135, a decrease 
of £434,404, or 0°9 per cent., as compared with June, 1911; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £40,710,880, a decrease of 
£4,155,658. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of £1,140,819, or 3°2 per cent., as compared 
with June, 1911; whilst there is a decrease of £3,014,839, or 34°4 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 


II.— IMPORTS. 


The following table shows the value of the Imports for June, 
1912, as compared with the corresponding month of 1911 and 1910, 
according to the different categories of merchandise :—

V.—SHIPPING IN JUNE. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes* during 
June, 1912, amounted to 3,841,562 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 5,254,547 tons, as against 3,646,896 tons entered, and 4,749,416 
tons cleared, during June, 1911. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes* during June, 1912, 
amounted to 2,541,596 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,492,852 
tons, as against 2,532,250 tons entered, and 2,466,288 tons cleared 
in June, 1911. 


VI—SIX MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-JUNE. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes,* durin 
the six months, January-June, 1912, amounted to 21,274,892 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 27,538,697 tons, as against 20,006,491 tons 
entered, and 28,686,703 tons cleared, during the six months, January- 
June, 1911. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
entered with cargoes* during the six months, January-June, 1912, 
amounted to 15,500,865 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 15,274,571 
tons, as against 15,797,873 tons entered, and 15,516,592 tons cleared, 
during the corresponding period of 1911. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA IN 1911. 


The following article on the foreign trade of China in 1911 is 
based on the “ Abstract of Statistics and Report on the Foreign 
Trade of China” for 1911, recently published by order of the 
Inspector-General of the Chinese Imperial Customs :—

I. General. 

China was afflicted by ill fortune in 1911. In the north, a terribie 
form of plague suddenly broke out in Manchouli in October, 1910, 
and a plague condition prevailed until the early summer of 1911. 
Then in Mid-China, the long and vast valley of the Yangtze was the 
scene of widespread disaster when the excessive rainfall in July and 
August caused an abnormal rising of the great river. From Ichang 
downwards, the whole valley was flooded, in many places right up to 
the foothills miles away from the normal banks of the river. Then 
came the turn of Western China. The local excitement about 
railway matters and the general unrest, which had been steadily 
developing in Szechwan since the promulgation of the Edict 
proclaiming State ownership over all trunk lines, culminated in

August in open rebellion against the provincial authorities. Mean- 
while, in the three cities of Wuchang, Hanyang, and Hankow, great 
events were brewing. On the 10th October revolution broke out in 
Wuchang. It spread quickly far and wide, until by the end of the 
year it was computed that 17 out of the 18 provinces of China 
proper had declared against the continuance of the Manchu rule. 
The most severe fighting between the Imperialists and revolutionaries 
took place in the early days of the outbreak in and around Hankow, 
and resulted in the almost total destruction by fire of that place’ and 
its sister city, Hanyang. Trade in the whole of the Yangtze 
territory came almost immediately to a standstill, and continued in 
that condition until the end of the year. 

The revolution has been one of the quietest in the history of the 
world; and if the new era now dawning should bring increased 
prosperity to China, it will surely also mean increased prosperity to 
foreign nations as well. Her undeveloped resources are enormous, 
and the potentialities of her purchasing power, under favourable 
home conditions, are sufficient to stagger the imagination. 

Manchurian ports.—Aided by the excellent harvests in those districts 
unaffected by flood, and in spite of the dislocation caused by plague, 
trade at the Manchurian ports and marts has made steady progress. At 
Newchwang imports during the last quarter of the year suffered from 
the scarcity of hard cash, consequent upon the panic in the money 
market at Shanghai, while exports were affected by short supplies, 
due to climatic causes. Still, the figures for the year show improve- 
ment. Similarly, at Dairen, there has been increase in both imports 
and exports, although the former were affected by a tendency to 
retain cargo within the Leased Territory, owing to the risk of giving 
credit in the interior in troublous times; while the latter—especially 
beans—had to contend with the high prices demanded by the farmers. 
At Antung the results achieved in 1911 are satisfactory; while the 
prospects for 1912 are most encouraging, in view of the recent 
inauguration of through traffic between China and Korea vid the 
Yalu railway bridge.

Chihli ports.—The Chihli ports are represented by Tientsin and its 
dependency Chinwangtao. The net imports of foreign goods there 
for the year decreased from 58,210,933 taels in 1910 to 55,901,206 
taels in 1911, which is, however, more than counterbalanced by an

increase in net imports of native goods from 23,121,092 taels in 1910 
to 27,470,942 taels in 1911. In exports, there is the wholly satis- 
factory feature of a gain of no Jess than nearly 143 million taels (viz., 
from 28,255,868 taels to 42,667,257 taels)—another convincing proof, 
if such were wanting, of the enormeus potentialities. of the export 
trade of the northern regions. 


Yangtze ports.—The shrinkage of 29,000,000 Hk. taels in the value 
of the Yangtze trade in 1911 will surprise no one. As already pointed 
out, trade cannot co-exist with a state of war, to say nothing of floods 
andfamine. ‘There are, however, some bright features. Itis reported 
that some portion at least of the Wubu harvest had been garnered 
before the floods came, and that the rich rice area of the Ningkwo 
district was practically uninjured. The Hunan crops, all things 
considered, were surprisingly good; and there is little doubt that, 
given stable political conditions, trade will soon flourish as before.

Shanghai.—The touchstone of prosperity in the local trade at Shang- 
hai must be looked for in the re-exports. Imports may be large ; but 
uniess it can be shown that they have moved off freely and quickly, 
trade has. probably suffered by the accumulation of stocks. Judged im 
this way, the Shanghai trade was all that could be desired up to the 
end of the third quarter, or, to be precise, until the 10th October, 1911. 
But after the fateful day which marked the outbreak of the revolution 
at Wuchang, the demand for foreign goods for re-export. practically 
ceased ; and at the end of the year, for the first time in the history of 
the port, the bonded godowns were full of cotton goods, mueh of 
which had been contracted for in anticipation of what was expected to 
be the demand, in view of the excellent trade of the first three 
quarters of the year. Consequently, the proportion of re-exports to 
imports, which was 73 per cent. in 1910, dropped some 10 points in 
1911, a result which, all things considered, is not so bad as might 
have been expected. The exports naturally shrank, in sympathy with 
the collapse of the Yangtze sources of supply.

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MPORTS OF MANUFACTURED GOODS INTO RUSSIA. 


The following information is from the report for 1911 by the 
British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey), which will shortly 
be issued :— 

In previous reports statistics were given to prove the growing 
importance of Russia as an importer of manufactured goods. The 
figures below confirm this purchasing power, in spite of the disappoint- 
ing harvest and the decreased gram export of 1911. They again, 
unfortunately, also prove how little the United Kingdom participates 
with its manufactures. Nearly one-third of the British figure is for 
coal, fish, tallow and cotton, and the sum of the British manufactured 
goods, though including imports from the Colonies, is barely one-fifth 
of the German.

to the neck of such vessel. 

The term “ trade spirits ” is held to mean spirits commonly known 
as “trade or common gin” and “ trade or common rum.”

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


RUSSIA. 


The “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 6th July notifies, on the 

Prepeesd Bow authority of the Belgian Legation at St. Peters- 

etait burg, that the Russian Railway Authorities 

- intend to construct an important railway in 

Siberia. It is proposed that the railway shall start from Biisk, and 

passing by way of Kouznetsk will terminate in Minusinsk. The 

district which this railway will cover is one of the most fertile in 

Siberia. The Ministry of Ways and Communications have despatched 
an engineer to carry out the necessary surveying operations. 

The Committee of New Railways are at present going into the 
question relative to the construction of a new line from Orel to 
Narva. ‘This line will be about 620 miles long, and will be of great 
importance for the territory bordering on the Baltic. 

Surveying operations have already been commenced for the 
building of a line from Orenburg to Sterlitamak and Ufa. 

The Imperial Government has given instructions for plans to be 
drawn up relative to the construction of the following railways, viz. : 
Troisk to Orsk, and from Imerinka to Holme. These two lines will 
be of considerable importance for the industrial districts through 
which they will pass, as well as for the farmers, and for the carriage 
of coal from the Donetz district to Poland. 


With reference to the notice on p. 63 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 11th January relative to the proposed extensions of the 
Vladikavkaz Railway, the following further particulars are taken from 
the report by the British Vice-Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr. E. B. 
St. Clair) on the trade of that district in 1911, which will shortly be 
issued :—

mes with branch lines to Kisalir and Temir Khan Shura (near 
Petrovsk) ; a double line will be laid between the stations Kavkazkaia- 
Tichoretzkaia and Mineralnie Vodi-Prochladnaia; the Niezlobnaia- 
Mineralnie Vodi section is to be reconstructed. 

(2) 8,850,000 roubles (about £929,250) for the erection of a grain 
sorting station and elevator, custom-house buildings at Novorossisk 
and for the construction of the “ Rostov Zarietchnaia ” port. 

(3) 5,000,000 roubles (about £525,000) will be spent on rolling 
stock. 

(4) 7,500,000 roubles (about £787,500) for improvement of main 
line and 5,000,000 roubles (about £525,000) for various other 
improvements. 

‘I'he so-called Black Sea Kuban Railway line, Ekaterinodar-Achtary, 
of a length of 145 versts (96 miles) 4nd Krymskaia Kutchovka, 227 
versts (184 miles) will shortly be commenced. 

It is said that the petition of the Armavir Tuapse Railway Com- 
pany for the concession for the construction of three new lines, 
367 versts (243 miles) in length, at an estimated cost of 23,550,000 
roubles (about £2,472,750), has received the sanction of the Council 
of Ministers and has been passed on for Imperial sanction. 





MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 


MOROCCO. 


H.M. Consul at Casablanca (Mr. A. M. Madden, O.M.G.) has forwarded 

a copy of a report (in French) on certain mineral 
Mineral Deposits. deposits in Morocco. From the presence of nodules 

of pure phosphate of lime in stones and rock found 
near Guicer it is assumed that deposits of phosphate probably exist in 
that neighbourhood. Samples of earth from Camp Boulhaut were 
found to contain clay iron-ore and sesquioxide of iron similar to the 
deposits worked in Lorraine. Limonite and magnetic iron were also 
found at this place. 

An ingot of gold weighing 7 kilogs. (about 153 lbs.) made by 
natives from gold dust they had collected in the Sus district was 
analysed and found to consist of 52 per cent. gold, 12 per cent. silver, 
28 per cent. copper, 2 per cent. antimony, and 6 per cent. tin, &. 

Samples of sulphide of arsenic, naphtha, bioxide of tin, ochre, silver, 
lead and copper, were also found. (14,634.)

The “Bulletin” of 6th June of the South Australian Official 
Grain and Ha Intelligence Bureau at Adelaide notifies that 
le ke Y wheat still maintains its position as the staple 
th fy sahil: product of that State. The combined value of 
Sou the 1911-12 wheaten grain and “ hay ” crop, on the 
average prices to date, amounts to £5,410,005. For each of the last 
five seasons the production of grain has averaged 21,672,908 bushels 
and, inclusive of the ‘‘ wheaten hay ” crop, the mean annual value was 
£5,199,916. With such good returns the farming industry is in a 
prosperous condition. The capital invested in machinery and 
implements owned by agriculturists was assessed at £2,349,819 
in 1910, indicating that wheat culture was also responsible for 
the progress of many of the secondary industries of the State, 
notably the agricultural implement and machine works. These in 
1911 numbered 65, employing a total of 1,572 persons, who received 
in wages £161,823, and turned out work to the value of approximately 
£402,043. , 
The yield of hay during the past season was 605,239 tons, an

increase of 10,175 tons over the yield of the previous season, and 
constituted a record for the State. The crop of oats was also the 
largest ever reaped in the State, viz., 1,349,480 bushels. ‘The barley 
crop amounted to 702,855 bushels.

Crop Conditions ‘s the Excise Department on the condition of the 
and Prospects. = vinter and spring sown crops in Russia at the end 
of May. During April the condition of the crops was not entirely 
satisfactory owing to the protracted period of umseasonable cold 
weather, but an increase of temperature and copious showers of warm 
rain in May produced a marked improvement in the winter sown 
crops so that 28°7 per cent. of the districts report the conditions as 
“ good,” 60°4 per cent. return them as “satisfactory,” 7:1 per cent. as 
“below average,” and one district only (in the Archangel Government) 
as ‘ bad.” 

Owing to the unfavourable weather the spring sowings were very 
late, but the fine weather during May had a very good effect, and, 
generally speaking, their condition is now “ satisfactory.” Conditions 
are not, however, quite so good in a few districts in western and cen- 
tral Russia, where the cold weather and lack of rain made themselves 
especially felt.

Grass crops made such progress during May that a good harvest is 
expected in the northern part of the Caucasus. Prospects are “ satis- 
factory” in other parts excepting in three regions—the northern, 
a portion of the central-industrial and north western—where only an 
average yield is anticipated. (14,728.) 


H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) reports that accord- 
‘eieiiaiiiittien ing to statistics published in the ‘‘ Commercial 
5 Beet and Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg) of 21st 
alee June the area under sugar-beet in Russia is esti- 
mated at 1,897,000 acres in 1912 against 1,955,000 acres in 1911. 
It would appear from the reports to date that notwithstanding a 3 per 
cent. reduction in the area the yield is likely to be equal to the record 
crop of 1911. (14,584.) 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Russian cotton production has been fostered with great care and 
attention by the Rassian Government with the 


yore > aa result that it has grown to an annual production 
ee of 180,000 tons of cotton fibre. It is still, how-

ever, very far from making Russia self-supplying, 
and as the demand is also growing fast it may be doubted whether 
the full independence of Russia in this matter will ever be attained. 

In view of the denunciation of the treaty of commerce with the 
United States special efforts are being made to increase Russian 
cotton production with as little delay as possible. Large appropria- 
tions are sought from the Government for vast schemes for irrigation 
of parts known to be suited for cotton growing, which have been for 
years under consideration. Nearly £1,000,000 are wanted for irriga- 
tion works in the north-eastern parts of the Golodnay Steppe in 
Central Asia and in the central parts of the Mugan Steppe in Trans- 
caucasia. It is estimated that these works would bring under 
cultivation about 500,000 acres. Other irrigation schemes are also 
being considered. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Nicolaiev (Mr. J. P. Bagge) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Although large quantities of barley were shipped, the forward sales 
had been too heavy and speculative and prices 
were therefore forced up to such an extent that 
contracts could only be fulfilled at a loss. When 
local wheat prices began to fall in October, exporters tried to regain 
their losses on barley by speculating in wheat, but the attempt only 
produced greater disaster. It is estimated that Nicolaiev exporters 
alone lost some £150,000 over wheat and barley inthe autumn. British 
buyers shared to some extent in these losses. This they might have

partially avoided if they had confined themselves to dealing with firms 
of known standing, who, in the event of prices going against them, 
can either fulfil their contracts or pay the difference. So long as 
buyers continue to deal with exporters either of small means or of 
none, as is often the case, because the offers of such exporters are 
slightly lower than those of good firms, so long must they expect to 
find themselves losers when the market goes against the exporter. 





GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. McLean) reports, under date 28th 
arvest Prospects June, that according to the local press, which 
ani obtains its information from official sources, the 
Vistula Valley weather has been so favourable of late in the 
‘ entire Vistula basin that the crops have consider- 
ably improved and good harvests are expected. Hye is unusually good, 
from the point of view both of straw and grain.

RUSSIA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Odessa (Mr. C. 8S. Smith) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


_ The Russian chemical industry came into existence when the present 
protective policy was adopted 30 years ago. ‘The 


ra principal products are inorganic acids and salts, 
s. gunpowder, paints and lacquers, organic dyes and 
superphosphates. 


Chemical factories are nearly always close to the chief industrial 
towns, and are consequently remote from the regions which produce 
the raw material. ‘I'his has often caused the importation from abroad 
of the raw material, which, being carried by sea, was found to cost 
less. Home manufacturers monopolise the Russian market in many 
products, such as sulphuric and other acids, soda, and chlorate of lime. 

The produetion of sulphuric acid will probably show great increase 
in the near future, because the need for chemical manures is begin- 
ning to be understood. It seems therefore certain that Russia will 
require great and increasing quantities of superphosphates.

This publication, 
which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements of imports and exports 
of each article consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

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Confidential information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
* the ‘“ Board of Trade Journul,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in loreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s T'rade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

{t may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

NotTEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial! Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the

3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 
Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application. 








The decisions of the Umpire upon the foregoing will be announced in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” in due course. 





NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911. 
Part II.— Unemployment. 


Direction to certain Sub-Contractors and Piecemasters in the Building 
Trades and in Works of Construction. 


Whereas Regulations were made by the Board of Trade on the 6th 
May, 1912, in pursuance of Section 91 of the National Insurance Act 
1911, and whereas in Regulation 36 of these Regulations it is enacted 
as follows :— 

‘‘Where any workmen employed in an insured trade are 
employed in or for the purposes of the business of any person (in 
this Regulation referred to as the substantial employer) by some 
other person who himself works wholly or mainly by way of 
manual labour in that business (in this Regulation referred to as 
the immediate employer), the substantial employer shall, unless 
the Board direct to the contrary, be treated for the purposes of 
Part II. of the Act as the employer of those workmen instead of 
the immediate employer, and shall be lable accordingly to per- 
form the duties and pay the contributions required under the 
Act or these Regulations to be performed and paid by the 
employer of a workman in an insured trade: 

Provided that— 

(a) The substantial employer may deduct from any payments 
due from him to the immediate employer any sums paid by him 
as contributions on behalf of the workmen, and the immediate 
employer may deduct from the workmen’s wages or from any 
other payments due from him to the workmen any sums deducted 
from payments due to him by the substantial employer; and 

(6) Any direction given by the Board under this Regulation 
shall not come into force until the expiration of seven days from 
the date thereof or such later date as may be specified in the 
direction.” 
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And Whereas it is expedient that directions should be given by the 
Board of Trade in accordance with the above-mentioned Regulation ; 

Now therefore the Board of Trade hereby direct that in the case of 
workmen employed in Building and Construction of Works, where the 
substantial employer has not an exclusive right to the services of the 
immediate employer, the substantial employer shall not be treated as 
the employer for the purposes of Part II. of the Act, but the immediate 
employer shall be treated as the employer for the purposes of Part IT. 
of the Act. 

This direction shall come into force on the loth July, 1912.

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353. (a) Workmen, male and female, who are engaged in the 
manufacture of bright steel nuts, bolts and screws, &c., wholly

360. Workmen employed by a firm of Manufacturers of Sanitary 
Fittings, and described as follows :— 

(a) Bricklayers and Labourers engaged in excavating and 
making manholes in connection with the installation of sanitary 
fittings. 

(b) Carpenters engaged in keeping plant and fixtures in 
repair. 

(c) Patternmakers for the iron foundry. 

(d) Joiners shop hands who are engaged in making closet 
seats and cabinet enclosures for lavatories. 

(e) French polishers of woodwork. 

(f) Terracotta fixers and Tile fixers.

361. Workmen employed by a firm of Manufacturers of Sanitary 
Fittings, and described as (1) Labourers in the Iron Foundry, 
fetching and carrying, &c., (2) Core makers. 

370. (1) Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of 
making essential parts for motors or cycles, such as carburettors for 
motors.

372. Workmen employed in drop forging establishments, and 
engaged— 

(1) In the manufacture of forgings which are wholly or 
mainly for use as parts of the products of a mechanical engineer- 
ing, ordnance or firearms, or vehicle building establishment.

(5) as bricklayer and bricklayer’s labourer erecting and 
repairing buildings.

(2) as engravers of mural tablets, church brass ornaments, 
candlesticks, &c., 

(3) in Joiner’s work and carving of removable church 
furniture.

362. Workmen employed bya firm of Manufacturers of Sanitary 
Fittings, and engaged in the work of— 

(1) Paint enamelling baths at works, 

(2) Iron enamellers at works, 

(3) Bath fitting at works,

363. Workmen employed by a firm of Manufacturers of Sanitary 
Fittings, and described as follows— 

Labourers jobbing about works, not employed specially in 
the Iron Foundry.

Iron Foundry Storekeepers.

69. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of surgical instruments. 
371. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of making— 
(1) movements and cases for watches. 
(2) cycle and motor accessories, such as grease cups anc oil 
pumps which are not essential parts of the cycle or motor. 
(3) ineandescent gas burners. (Application 141.) 
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373. Workmen engaged in the work of repair of Blast Furnaces, 
Lime and Brick Kilns, Gas Retorts and Retort Settings, Chemical or 
Electrolytic Plant (not being machinery).

396. A workman engaged in the work of making and repairing 
boxes, benches, barrows, &c. and other moveable articles used in the 
manufacture of bricks and tiles. 

397. Workmen engaged in the work of shaping by hand blocks 
of stone and fitting same together for millstones, and making artificial 
millstones. (Application 128.) 

398. Workmen employed to clean or scale ships’ boilers, as dis- 
tinct from the repair of such boilers.
